The Goſpel of our Lord was aſually ſtil'd by whe Apoſtles, 
and thoſe who ſucceeded them, the Goſpel of Love, Unity, 
Peace, Good · will, and if there be yet any more endearin 
Title to recommend it to the Hearts and Practice of all Men, 
ſtill we find the Apoſtles and moſt. Antient Fathers to have 


made uſe of them. And theſe diſtinguiſhing Titles are 


owing to the DoQtrines moſt eminently taught, and moſt fre- 
quently and fetvently urged and inſiſted upon in the Goſpel, 
and afterwards by all the Inſpir'd Writers, whole Epiſtles are 
chiefly intended, to direct the Practice of all n 
Friendly and Mutual good Offices among Chriſtians 
It is very Remarkable of St. John, one of the Two i in 
my Text, who was for Commanding Fire from Heaven; yet 
ſoon after, he ſo perfectly underſtood the Mind of his Lord, 
and the Deſign of his Law, that no one of the Apoſtles has 
writ ſo warmly, or raiſed the Duties of Love and Charity 
to ſo divine a pitch, as he hath done, both in his Goſpel 
and his Epiſtles; and tis from cheſe Flights, that ſome tell 
us, he has the Emblem of an Eagle always repreſented with 
him. He carries theſe Duties ſo * as to make them the 


only Characteriſtick of a True Chriſtian. By this ſhall all 


Men know, that ye are my Diſciples, if ge have Love one for a- 
nother, he that abideth in Love, abideth in God, and that Love 
is the fulfilling of the Whole. "If And our bleffed Lord gave 
him ſull Authority for this Aſſertion, where he ſays, that 
upon the Love of God, and the Love of our Neighbour, 
hang all the Law and the Prophets. So much was he alter'd 
from that furious Zealot, who was for u ir Fire Rn 
en to deſtroy Mens Lives. *

So that nothing can be more evident to all Capacities, than 
chat che Chriſtian Religion abhors all manner of Cruelty and 
Deſtruction of Men, and that no one Wickedneſs is more 
o ppoſite both to the Words and Deſign of it, 
That thus it was underſtood in the beſt and pureſt Times 
of ir, is plain from the Methods taken to ſpread: and propa- 
gate the Religion of Jeſus Chriſt : We do not read of any Kind 
of Force or Violence or Compulſion taught or practiſed by the 
Apoſtles or their eatly Succeſſors: For however ſome have 
wreſted the Words ( Compel them to come in ] to ſigniſie out- 
ward Force, tis ſure, | they can mean no other, than that 
which takes even Heaven it ſelf, che Acting ig conformity 
to our Judgment fully convinc'd from Reaſon and Revelati- 
on; the only way by which Rational Creatures can be 
compel'd. But we never can find in thole Days any Racks 
or Tortures invented to force Men into the Profeſſion of the 
Goſpel, they had no Maſſacres, or 4ſſaſinations to impole the 
the Faith of Chriſt upon an /»fde! World; on the contrary, 
all ſuch Inſtruments of Violence, were in the Hands of theit 
Enemies, and the Edge and Fury of them always turn'd a- 
gainſt themſelves, as the infinite number. of Martyrs, and 
the exquiſite Tottures under Which they expir d, do ſuffici- 


ently evidence. The Primitive Chriſtians. little thought, 


that ſuch Barbarous Heathen Arguments ſhould ever become 
Chriſtian, or that Men pretending to Succeed the Apoſtles, 
ſhould learn from Nero or Piocleſian, to Spread and Propa- 


gate the Faith of Jeſus Chriſt. 


But we find in the pureſt times, the beſt and ſtrongeſt 
Arguments us d to inſtil the Belief of Chriſtianity, Reaſon 
free from Paſſion and Prejudice, and Revelation atteſted by 
Miracles, to which their Perlecutors were the moſt frequent

But not one 
Word of Torturing ot Killing, nay, not of Railing; or Irueftive, 
nat a tittle to let Chriſtians imagine, that they ſhould fly to 
Force and Violence, to Propagate the Faith, bur in all their 
Writings, their 8 Meekneſs, is no leſs btight than 
(he Fane ER Rene . ode ogy 
So far was the Chriſtian Profeſſion from oountenancing any 
Arts of Cruelty ot Torture, that it was thought an i N 
ble Proof of the Divine Original and Authority of the Goſ- 
bes to Appeal to the Enemies of our Faith, whether Chriſti- 
ity had not ſubdued the World by the only Methods of 
Perfivalion, Love and Sufferings without Force or Violence o 
And therefore they muſt allow, that either it was at firſt 
Supported by many Miracles, or it was Miracle ſufficient to 
demonſtrate the Truth of it, chat it had brought ſo many 
Millions of all Conditions to embrace, ſubmit to, and dye in 
Defence of it, without any other Power or Art, but it's Na+ 
tive Truth, Goodneſs and Simplicity; that therefore God 
alone muſt be the Author of it, otherwiſe the United Force 
of the World and rhe Devil, muſt by ſuch variety of Perſe- 
cutions have ueirerly Cruſh'd it.
